The Silver Dollar. 


The following is the chronological 


history of the silver dollar. 


First authorized to be coined April 2, 


1792, weight, 41G grains, fineness, 892.3.. 


Weight changed, act of January IS, 


1S37, to 415 1-2 grains. 


Fineness changed, act of January IS, 


1S37, to SOU. 


Coinage discontinued, act of February 


12,1873.

Tlie first silver dollar was nut in cir- 


culation iu 1793. "It was a crude de- 
sign," saysa historian. "Ontbeobverse 
or face of the coin was imprinted the 
head of a young lady facing to the right. 
Her hair was flowing to such an extent 
that she looked us if taken in a gale of 
wind." 


The fifteen stars were after this reduc- 


ed to tlie original thirteen in recognition 
of tlie number of states. 


Iu 1830 the design was again changed 


and the silver dollar bore the full figure 
of a neatly dressed woman iu a ilowing 
garment. The designerforgot, however, 
to put in the thirteen stars and the coin 
w;is soon called in. Any person now iu 
possession of one of these dollars has a 
valuable souvenir. 


The new design had the lady surround- 


ed by the stars. It was au improvement 
on its predecessor, but the air of the 
female figure was defiant aud stiff.

are -wrought into history, and how often 
they 11 ud a place of interest or honor 
like living persons or things.

"Parliament Tree" of England, the

£lm" under whose shade the Father 
of our Country found rest-these are a 
few in an almost innumerable group of 
woodland heroes. Who does not recall 
some tree beloved in youth, some favor- 
ite of father or mother, some land-mark 
of a well remembered scene that even 
demands a tribute of tears 'f 


Aside from the beauty and grace of 


trees, they are the most useful of all 
natural growths. Tlie palm tree among 
the Orientals, the bamboo among the

A beautiful 
variety is the willow oak, winch grows 
very tall and slender, aud is perhaps the 
belle of the oak family. 


The maple is the most generally ad- 


mired of all our native trees. Found 
in every locality their graceful leaves, 
their slender branches, their gorgeous 
coloring in autumn have given them a 
liisling name. We have ten or twelve 
varieties, but of these only four are at 
all widespread in their growth. All 
maples have laaad-sliaped leaves, some 
with more divisions or lingers than the 
others. The swamp, or soft maple, is 
tlie commonest of the maples. The

WIIY WOMEN LIVE LONGER THAN 


MEN.—In the forty-ninth registration 
report of Massachusetts, 1890, the com- 
piler presents the statistics of 203 per- 
sons who were reported as having died 
during the ten years, 1881-"JO, at the age 
of 100 and over. Of this number 153, or 
75.4 per cent., were females. The great- 
er exposure of men to accidents, to 
weather agencies, to the constant strain 
of business life, to the anxiety of provid- 
ing for the family all tend to shorten 
the life of men. The deaths by accident 
among men are more than threefold 
greater than among women, and the 
men commit suicide in about a three- 
fold ratio as compared with women.— 
Medical Journal.

treasure-tree, for from itareobtained the 
American delicacies-maple sugar and 
maple syrup. The asli-leafed maple is 
almost always called box elder in the 
Middle States. 


The magnolia is one of the grandest 


trees in the world. The leaves are 
broad and beautiful, but the (lowers are 
more so. There can be no more lovely 
object than the great laurel magnolia 
with its large snow-white waxen blos- 
soms, fragrant and graceful. The mag- 
nolia is a southern tree, but the "sweet 
bay" grows all along our eastern coast. 
.Some varieties of magnolia have purple 
llowers. Tlie tulip tree is classed with 
magnolia, but does not really belong 
there. It is one of the few American 
trees that are found in no other country. 
It is a tree much used for building pur- 
poses, and called by architects the "yel- 
low poplar." 
It is a very long-lived 


plant. 


The sycamore is a favorite tree among 


the Western and Southern States. It 
grows to an immense height, and marks 
the course of streams. The linden is a 
lovely tree. It blooms in the summer, 
and its branches are haunted by great 
swarm of bees, who hum and buzz all 
day long amid the sweet llowers, and go 
home laden with stores of honey at 
dusk. The seeds of this tree are in pods 
like peas, and these have a delightful, 
spicy flavor. The chestnut is also a 
flowering tree, and celebrated for its 
nuts in autumn. Some localities abound 
in these favorites, and the nuts are 
sold all over the country. It is a tree 
well known in history. It grows broad 
and strong, one of them being celebrated 
for a trunk nearly two hundred feet in 
circumference, and large enough when 
hollowed out to contain a small house. 


The basswood, or lime tree, is a 


species of linden. Then comes the ash 
tree, with wood very strong and elastic 
and much admired as a furniture lum- 
ber. It is a favorite wood for oars, as it 
is tough and hard to break iu handling. 
The hickory is a famous forest tree, 
with its beautiful leaves, its shaggy 
bark, and delightful nuts. Boys and 
girls all love the hickory for it whistles 
in the spring and its nuts in the fall. 
The plane tree is one that tlie ancients 
loved. They planted it around their 
schools, and Plato taught beneath its 
shade. So it is well fitted for scholars 
to plant on Arbor Day. 


The Kentucky coffee tree, the catalpa, 


with its fragrant white blossoms, the 
walnut, white and black, with nuts 
that are welcome to all, the numerous 
kinds of willows, the birch, with its 
score of varietes,—all abound in the dif- 
ferent States and Territories. Tha pride 
of our Eastern forest, tlie elm, so orna- 
mental in the streets of many cities; 
the American larch, hackmatack, or 
tamarack—growing so tall and with 
such graceful forms; the wild cherry, 
the plum, the haw, the crab-apple—to 
give all our native trees would be im- 
possible iu such small space. Aud tlien 
comes the evergreens, a class by them- 
selves, noble and stately beyond all be- 
lief—the arbor vita}, the cedars, red and 
white, the junipers, the pines, of nu- 
merous varieties, the white spruce, the 
Norway spruce—most beautiful of ever- 
greens, the cypress, and the hemlock. 
A careful study of American trees 
would well repay the scholar, andja col- 
lection of the leaves of all kinds would 
be a most delightful and interesting 
curiosity.

THE financial outlook is brightening; 


the back of the panic bas been broken 
and reaction is strongly setting in. Con- 
fidence and buoyancy are returning, and 
•che channels of trade and industry are 
feeling and responding to a better and 
more secure condition in finances. Daily 
suspended banks are reopening all over 
the Union; the premium on currency has 
disappeared, and mills and manufactur- 
ies, North, South, East and West, are 
resuming, thereby recalling to their 
wonted tasks operatives, and relieving 
the glut in the labor market. Through 
the large importations of gold from Eu- 
rope and the increase of bank notes suf- 
ficient money is on hand to fcove the 
crops and the farmers' condition is much 
improved. 


Yet in the face of all this, and any 


candid aud unprejudiced mind will ad- 
mit that the statement is not exaggerat- 
ed, some very narrow-minded and offen- 
sively stalwart Republican organs are 
doing all they possibly can to prolong 
the distress, cause new failures and keep 
unemployed many laborers by publish 
ing depressing aud mendacious editorials 
tending to destroy confidence and pre- 
vent the recovery of the country. 


They are willing to go, and have gone, 


beyond the truth and the facts in order 
to gain a paltry partisan advantage 
through the distress and misery of the 
nation. They ascribe the present, or 
rather past, panic to the election of Mr. 
Cleveland, the return of the Democratic 
party to power, but principally to the 
fear of future tariff changes in accord- 
ance with Democratic principles. 


The confidence and faith reposed in 


Mr. Cleveland by both capital and labor 
and the anxious solicitude expressed by 
the nation in regard to his health is a 
complete refutation to the charge that 
his election was a disturbing element. 
His wise, patriotic and statesmanlike 
policy was a potent factor in ameliorat- 
ing the condition and preventing a more 
serious development of the panic, and 
was in strong contrast to the weak and 
vacillating course cf his Republican 
predecessor. 


The charge that the people are fear- 


ful of future tariff changes by the Dem- 
ocratic Congress is equivalent to saying 
the people are fools and do not know 
what they want; that after a campaign 
of unprecedented discussion and sober 
thinking the overwhelming majority 
given in favor of tariff reform does not 
represent the sentiment of the nation. 
At the same time it is an arraignment 
of republican principles of government 
and a condemnation of the will of the 
people as expressed through the bal- 
lot-box. 


In their mad zeal and blinded parti- 


sanship these organs will not see what 
statesmen, financiers, bankers and the 
more respectable papers of all parties 
know to be the real cause, the Sherman 
silver purchasing clause. Brudstreets' 
says it is strange, in view of the known 
facts, that so many writers should have 
felt at liberty to declare that the recent 
stringency was due to anticipated 
changes in the tariff. 
13 radst reels' is an 


eminently respectable authority on fi- 
nances, but probably unacquainted with 
the "liberty" through which a Republi- 
can party organ, one that is "uncom- 
promisingly Republican,'' is content to 
wade in order to accomplish its end. 


The number of Democrats who can be 


frightened byRepublican twaddle ijsmall 
and, 
as Representative McMillin said 


early in the session, "let those Demo- 
crats who feel timid about carrying out 
the Chicago platform go to the rear; 
there will be enough left in front to do 
the fighting." The Tucker bill for tlie 
repeal of all laws providing for Federal 
supervision of elections has been report- 
ed to the House and will be given the, 
right of way until passed. How long it 
will take to pass it depends largely upon 
circumstances. The Democrats arc per- 
fectly willing that it shall be fully de- 
bated, and no attempt will be made to 
force a vote until legitimate debate has 
been exhausted, but no filibustering 
will be allowed. 


Everything indicates that the debate 


on the Voorhees repeal bill is drawing 
near its end in the Senate and that the 
long contest of personal endurance by 
means of a continuous session of the 
Senate with a auorum always present or 
within call will soon begin. Another 
attempt, in fact, several of them, were 
made this week to get President Cleve- 
land's consent to some sort of a com- 
promise that would secure an immediate 
vote and avoid the hard feel ings between 
Senators which always follow prolonged 
sessions, but Mr. Cleveland was indexi- 
ble. 
A number of the Democratic Sen- 


ators who will vote for the Voorhees 
bill are personally willing to agree to a 
compromise that would in some shape 
recognize silver, but having promised 
Mr. Cleveland that they would vote for 
unconditional repeal they do not feel at 
liberty to do so without his consent. 


The House committee on Foreign Af- 


fairs will report a bill providing a substi- 
tute for the much-discussed Geary anti- 
Chinese law. The bill introduced by 
Representative Everett, of Massachu- 
setts, is now being considered by the 
committee and will probably be favora- 
bly reported, with slight modifications 
suggested by Representative Geary, of 
California. So many sensational state- 
ments have recently been made concern- 
ing the intentions of the administration 
that Attorney General Olney gave out 
an official statement this week that the 
Geary law would not be enforced until 
Congress acts, and that the Government 
does not acquiesce in the interpretation 
given the law by Judge Boss iu his re- 
cent decision, as to tlie right of private 
citizens to begin proceedings against the 
Chinese and call upon the government 
to provide for their deportation. 


So one can call at the White House 


without becoming aware of the satis- 
faction that is felt from the President 
dow,n to the humblest employe over tlie 
good fortune that has followed Mrs. 
Cleveland and her baby girl. Congratu- 
lations are still pouring in by mail frcra 
all sections of the country and from all

15.—The town of Villa-Canas,

the 


Province of Toledo, has been devastated hy 
fl »de, and a large pnmber of lives have 
been lost. Heavy rains have f illen in the 
province, and the town, which is situated 
on ralher low ground, was inundated. The 
people bud no thought of danger, though the 
many small streams in the vicinity of the 
town were rapidly swelling and threatening 
to oveifl iw their banks. 


The bodies have been found of several 


women who had apparently made heroic 
efforts to save themselvesacd their children. 
In one place a handsome young woman was 
fonnd with an infant clasped to her breast 
with one band, wbile with the other hand 
she held the hand cf a little boy. All were 
dead and there was not a mark upon them. 
It is positively known that forty persons 
were drowned, and it is believed that the 
bodies of many otheis are buried nuder the 
ruins of their homes.

The people are so stricken with 
the disaster that they display no concern 
over tbe loss of their relatives or property 
and assistance will have to be given them 
until they recover from the blow.

The C»urt erred in allowing the map to 


go to the jaiy on insufficient proof of the 
path, thereon indicated. 


The defendant was greatly and nndnly 


prejudiced by the remark of the District 
Attorney, during his closing argument, 
that 
if you acquit the defendant that is 


the end of it, there is no way of correct- 
ing it; but if yon convict him he has 
other remedies;" and when 
corrected 


by his further remark: "If you acquit 
Dim it ends here; il you convict him, it 
may not end here." 


It was greatly to the prejudice of Ihe 


defendant that the Commonwealth's Of- 
ficer m his closing argument to the jury 
quoted : "Yon should lie convinced as 
jurors where yon would be convinced as 
citizens, and yon should doubt as jurors 
only where yon would doubt a* men." 


The delendant and his counsel have 


been credibly informed, since Ihe trial 
that Carl Needy, E«q., ot Waynesboro, 
fa., who made the photograph nnd bine 
prints, will testify under oath, that the 
nynry in the forehead of the di ceased 
was apparently made by more than one 
blow, and that it was impossible to fit 
any weapon exhibited in tbe trial to said 
injury, and an opportunity is asked lo 
present the sworn statement ot said wit- 
ness at the argument of this motion. 


The defendant and his counsel have 


been ciedibly inlormed by eye witnesses 
that on tbe way from the ranrt-room to 
Ihe hotel, the jury were repeatedly com- 
municated with by outsiders without the 
consent of Ihe defendant or his counsel. 


The defendant avers that by reason ol 


Ihe incomplete proof of tbe corjma delicti 
and the failure of the Commonwealth to 
show blood stains on 
the body or the 


clothing of the deceased, there was not 
snfucient evidence to convict of murder iu 
tbe first degree. 


Mrs. Jamison Murdered. 


A dispatch ot last week from Palatka,

miles south of here, that the wife of Captain 
Jamison, of that village, was murdered last 
Saturday night and her body bnrned betore 
daylight Snnday morning.

At last her body was 
found bnrned to a crisp and with a lone 
knile near it, and tracks were discovered in 
the wet soil leading to the house of a neigh- 
bor, and the shoe prints corresponded exactly 
with a pair of shoes found in the neichbor's 
house.

laud and was arrested on suspicion. 


Mrs. Jamison was the wife of Captain 


James H. Jiimisnn, who had visited the 
World's Fair aud was on hia return when 
the terrible crime was committed. Captain 
Jamison was born near this plnce. his boy- 
hood's home serving as a rebel field hospital 
during the battle. Mrs. Jamison, who was 
so cruelly murdered Saturday night week, 
was Miss Amanda Mytrs before her mar- 
riage, and lived with her pnrents at Hnn- 
over, Pa. She was married to Captain 
Jamison about eighteen years ago. With 
her bnabaud she reiided at the home in 
Florida where she WPI killed, for seventeen 
years. She nsed to come North to visit re- 
latives nearly every summer. This year it 
was Captain Jamison's turn to make the 
trip, aud he left the farm in charge of bis 
wile. He was visiting his wile's sister in 
Hanover when the news of the tragedy 
reached him. nnd left at once for Florida.

TuusiPS, parsnips, carrots and beets 


may be storedinpitsoutsideof the barn, 
or in mounds. One of tbe methods that 
has been tried with success is to store 
them in bins, using dry sand to fill in be- 
tween them. This method jjermits of 
using them at any time, while, if they 
are stored in pits, they may be sealed 
up by the frost. 


THE usual mode of storing cabbages 


for winter is to bury them, heads down 
and roots up. A better method is to 
place them close together in a furrow, 
root down, then throwing the dirt to 
them asd adding another layer of dirt 
until a compact bed of cabbages Is 
made. Isow cover with straw or hay 
and place cornstalks on the hay. When 
wanted for use remove a portion of the 
bay, cut off the heads desired and leave 
the stalks. In the spring remove the 
ha} an2 the cabbage stalks will pro- 
duce early sprouts, or "greens." All 
that is necessary is to keep the cab- 
bages from thawing too suddenly. If 
buried heads down they soon begin to 
rot after the frost is gone and the rains 
come in the spring. 


KEOAKDINO the poisoning of fruit by 


spraying with arsenical compounds it is 
estimated that a man must eat several 
barrels of apples at one time in order 
to get a fatal dose. 


IN storing away onions for winter 


spread them in thin layers, first allow- 
ing them to become thoroughly dry after 
harvesting. Do not disturb them after- 
ward. If onions should become frozen 
during the winter they will be but little 
damaged if left undisturbed. 


FRUIT that is shipped to market in 


barrels, crates or large lx>xes may be 
made to give a larger profit if shipped in 
neat baskets or small boxes instead, and 
the cost of the basket will be but a 
small sura compared with the increased 
prices secured by the more attractive ap- 
pearance of the fruit. 


A YOTJXG colt is an animal that seems 


to meet with more accidents than any 
other and should be carefully looked 
after until weaned. 


WHEN a hog is compelled to eat a 


portion of his food in the shape of tilth 
he will not increase an rapidly as when 
fed on clean and wholesome food. 
Jlany supposed outbreaks of hog chol- 
era may be traced to overfeeding on 
corn exclusively and lack of cleanliness. 


SELECT the best ears of corn for seed. 


Do not remove the husks if it can be 
avoided, but fasten the ears together 
in bunches and hang up in a dry place 
so as to protect from mice. Dampness 
is injurious to seed corn, and the ears 
saved for seed should be thoroughly dry 
before storing. 


THE farmers who complain that sheep 


do not pay are wool growers. 
AVhen 


the farmer makes a specialty of mutton 
sheep they always give good returns. 


PUBLIC tests bring out the actual work 


of a cow. Among the Jerseys at the 
World's Fair is "Little Goldie," who 
is claimed to have made 34 pounds 81 
ounces of butter at home, but the best 
she can do at Chicago is H pounds in 
one week. The test at Chicago is play- 
ing havoc with private records. 


THE winters in this climate are mild 


at certain times, and stock can then 
find exercise, but some preparation 
should be made to protect during severe 
weather. An open shed is an excellent 
place for stock, as it affords plenty 
of fresh air without exposure to winds 
and rains, and costs but little. This is 
the season for building. 


A LITTLE paint on th<; buildings adds 


greatly to the appearance, preserves 
the wood, and gives an additional value 
to the whole farm. 


CLOVEIS hay, if cut fine and scalded 


or steamed, is relished by all classes 
of stock, poultry included, and is the 
cheapest and best of all foods, especially 
if fed in connection with ground grain 
It greatly supplies the place of green 
wealhei. An open shed is an excellent 
food, and is invigorating if fed warm 
on a cold day. Itetain your hay for win- 
ter use instead of selling it. 


THE cow that receives the same allow- 


ance of food daily maj be better than 
is known. There is no such thing as 
an allowance of food for a productive 
cow. She should have as much as she 
can eat at every meal. 


SALT is beneficial to animals in many 


ways. It is destructive to some forms 
of parasites, and, when sulphur is given 
occasionally with salt, worms in tfie in- 
testines may be prevented or destroyed. 


FOHMBKLI there was no mode of har- 


vesting corn but to cut down the stalks 
by hand, but the corn harvester has 
come to stay and is saving labor. But 
Jittle work is now necessary in "rowing 
a crop of corn that cannot be done 
•with liorse power and at but a small 
outlay for labor compared with the 
work of former years. 


IF the stock for market comes into 


tbe winter fat and in good condition 
from the pasture it will pay ig feed 
liberally and pushed them forward for 
market. It ever allow a pound that has 
been gamed to be lost, as it doubles 
the cost of production. 


FALL pigs should be farrowed this 


month so as to give them a start before 
W',"i 
,, '"F are farrowed during 
cold weather they are liable to be start- 
ed and make but slow growth.

It the Hest Igg an Advantagel 
A Tennessee correspondent of Farm 


Poultry thus replied to the query, Is the 
nest egg an advantage ? 


I would say that according to my ol- 


servation the nest egg is not a necessity, 
and not knowing but what its absence 
from the nest might be more agreeable 
with some individual hen I leave the egg 
out of some nests. I have a variety of 
nests. 
They are placed in different 


places, and though some nests are better 
patronized than others yet there is that 
individuality with some hens that the 
philosophy of nestmaking is yet too 
much in embryo to be formulated. Some 
hens discard the prepared nest and pre- 
fer laying on the ground. As soon as I 
have a vacant hover I place it in the 
yard, and some hen will take possession 
of it, though it contains no nest egg.

Seasonable Eecipes. 


PicHcd Plums.— Take green gage 


plums while they are actually green, i. 
e., before they are ripe, and put them 
in an earthenware dish over the fire, 
with vinegar, salt and a little fennel 
seed and dill. This should be put over 
the fire first and allowed to bail, then 
skin and put in the plums. Let it all 
boil again, then take it off, let it stand 
until cold and then put it away in jars, 
and do not use for about three months. 
If you are careful to use no more of the 
fennel seed and dill than will impart a 
slight flavor to the pickle, your plums 
will taste very much like olives, and if 
you use the small damson plums (when 
green), they look so much like olives 
that they might readily be token for 
them. 
— 


Plum Suiter.— Plum butter is a pleas- 


and accompaniment to cold meats, and 
is made as follows: Cook together until 
soft four quarts of plums, previously 
scalded in soda water and four quarts 
of crab-apples with sufficient water to 
cover them. Press through a colander 
and allow one quart of sugar to tliree 
pints of tue pulp. Add a tablespoonful 
of cinnamon, a saltspoonful of cloves 
and half a teacupful of good cider vine- 
gar. Cook until thick and rich, stirring 
often to prevent its scorching. 


Ctnapntf 
of Green Oar/cs.— Take one 


pound of white sugar, add it to half a 
pint water, and let it boil (taking off 
the scum as it rises) for about live min- 
utes; pick a (juart of green gages, throw 
them into boiling water for five min- 
utes, drain them in a sieve, then place 
in the syrup and then set aside to cool ; 
boil three ounces well-washed rice in 
half a pint of milk, add two ounces of 
white sugar and a little essence of va- 
nilla ; when the rice is tender let it get 
cold ; when cold make a border of rice 
round a glass dish, place the green gages 
in the centre, put a row of preserved 
cherries on top of the rice, and serve.

Cummlcr.—Cut large-sized 


young encumbers with slices three inches 
thick. Peel and take out seed; scald 
the slices 10 minutes, then soak in cold 
water and drain. Line a baking-dish 
with thin slices of cold fat bacon. Make 
a dressing of cold, minced chicken, lean 
ham or tongue, parsley, burnt crumbs 
and butter; season with salt and pepper; 
fill Hie centres of eacli with a slice of 
fat bacon; tie now with a string, pour 
a pint of soup stock in the dish with 
the slices of cucumber and bake 20 
minutes. When done take up the cu- 
cumbers, remove the bacon, carefully 
lay in a dish and strain the gravy over. 


Cko of liov:.— One-half pound of En- 


glish mustard, cue-half ounce of tur- 
meric, two tablespoonl'uls of mustard 
beed, one quart string beans, one-half 
gallon o£ -unegar, one cup of sugar, 
one gill of salad oil, one head of cauli- 
llower, one quart of tiny cucumber, one 
quart of button onions. Boi! the cauli- 
flower, beans and onions separately un- 
til tender. Cover the cucumbers with 
strong salt water, and soak 21 hours. 
Thou mix altogether. Put the vinegar 
in a porcelain-lined kettle. Mix the mus- 
tard and turmeric together, and moist- 
en them with a little cold vinegar, then 
stir them into the hot vinegar and stir 
continuously until it begins to thicken ; 
then add the sugar, mustard seed and 
oil, stir again, and pour this, while

over the vegetables. Put away iii
